Water Conservation 


Plan Gets 


City Of Concord Support 


CONCORD, (\P?)}—This city has ac- 
cepted sponsorship of a water conser- 
vation and flood control plan origin- 
ated by.a Concord farmer who oper- 
ated on the theory that the best way to 
combat a diminishing water supply was 
to put water into wells instead of tak- 
ing it out. 

A. C. Gehringer, who has been de- 
veloping his idea for more than 20 
years, recently put the plan into oper- 
ation here wnen tests showed that the 
water table in the Concord area was 
dropping at an alarming rate. 

The tests showed that the Concord 
area had changed from an artesian 
district to one where wells were forced 
down 40 to 60 feet. 

Gehringer’s plan calls for installa- 
tion of small dams near headwaters of 
drainage streams. Collected water, di- 


verted to nearby wells, is put back into 


the ground before it has time to gather 
in flood proportions. 
“On Gehringer's own ranch, operating 
with a 12 foot dam and a 12 inch in- 
take well, he has found the well cap- 
able of absorbing 700,000 gallons of 
water per hour without filling up. 
Gehringer believed it would be pos- 
sible 


anticipate a definite rise in the gen- 
eral water table throughout the valley 
or valleys where such a system might 
be installed. 


A chamber of commerce committee 
comprised of John A. Garaventa, city 
attorney; Woods Peters, Concord pub- 
lisher, and Gehringer was selected to 
bring the plan to the attention of state 
authorities.

INFLUX OF REFUGEES 
ON SWING TOWARD 
SONORA 


SAN FRANCISCO, — Due in large 
measure to the federal government’s 
effort to “anchor” in their home states 
potential rural refugees, the flow of 
immigration into California from Ok- 
lahoma and Texas is expected to de- 
cline this year, Jonathan Garst, farm 
security administration regional di- 
rector, said today. He bases his predic- 
tion, he said, on FSA reports from 
those states. 

Refugees from Oklahoma and Texas 
comprise 55 per cent of the registrants 
in the California federal migrant labor 
camps, Garst said. 


He revealed that $30,000,000 nas been 
distributed by the farm security ad- 
ministration in Oklahoma and Texas 
in the form of recoverable loans and 
relief grants, to relieve farm owners, 
tenants and workers rendered penni- 
less and jobless by drought, foreclos- 
ure and large-scale farm mechaniza- 
tion, and to encourage them to remain 
in their home states. 

Of the 600 families or 1760 persons 
now in the migratory labor camps, Mr. 
Garst reported, 36 per cent hail from 
Oklahoma and 19 per cent from Texas. 
While this number represents but a 
small fraction of the out-of-state mi- 
gratory workers in California, it is be- 
iieved to give a fair average, he said. 
Fifty per cent of the registrants came 
to California in 1936 or later.
